OUR TWELFTH SEASON 


With business recession still being 
felt throughout the country, particularly 
in the summer resort and entertainment 
fields, the story of this season at The 
Cape Playhouse is a dramatic and almost 
thrilling one. With unhappy reports 
from most sections of the East where 
are clustered the many Other summer 
theatres, Raymond Moore’s 12th season 
at Dennis has surpassed any Other sea- 
son since the great boom days of 1929 
and 1930. The reasons for this are many 
and interesting. 


Realizing thoroughly that they would 
not be helping potentially poor business 
by offering a group of second grade 
plays with inexpensive and inadequate 
casts, Mr. Moore and his Producing 
Director Richard Aldrich determined to 


gamble heavily on the hope that, despite 


recessions and business worries there 
still existed on Cape Cod an immense 
audience who had a place in their lives 
for truly fine entertainment. With such 
determination turned into action they 
scoured Broadway and Hollywood for 
the best of the plays and stars of proved 
public approval; and early in June an-

nounced the most impressive schedule 
for a summer theatre yet to be offered to 
the theatregoers. Theatrical managers 
and even a few dramatic editors, while 
admiring the courage shown by The 
Cape Playhouse management, expressed 
doubts whether this program could be car- 
ried out, but subscribers and former 
Playhouse patrons who have found to 
their delight that Raymond Moore’s 
promises became accomplished deeds, 
poured into the Cape Playhouse box of- 
fice reservations far in excess of any 
season in the past. 


On Monday evening, June 27th the 
twelfth season of The Cape Playhouse 
opened with the production of HONEY, 
a new comedy by the successful novelist 
Ward Greene. HONEY brought force- 
fully to the attention of the early season 
patrons the fact that Mr. Moore and Mr. 
Aldrich had provided for the summer 
the strongest permanent company in 
Cape Playhouse history. The leading 
roles in HONEY were played by Mary 
Brian, June Walker, Philip Huston, Otto 
Hulett and Forrest Orr, all of whom 
were announced as regular members of 
The Playhouse company. All except 
Mr. Orr have remained throughout the 
season, adding each. week to their per- 
sonal following as well as building high 
the prestige of Playhouse productions. 


On July 4th Mr. Moore in association 
with Mr. Aldrich presented the very dis- 
tinguished star Miss Jane Cowl in a most 
welcome revival of THE ROAD .TO 
ROME by Robert Sherwood. This produc: 
tion set high standards for the rest of 
the season and started a “Cape Play- 
house Boom” which has never faltered 
during the last nine weeks. On July 11th 
the delightful screen and stage star Syl- 
via Sidney appeared in Bernard Shaw’s 
comedy PYGMALION and when Satur- 
day evening was past it was found that 
July records had been broken. The satis- 
faction over this was multiplied the fol- 
lowing week when the beloved comedian 
Fred Stone, appearing in a welcome re- 
vival of LIGHTNIN’, surpassed the mark 
set by PYGMALION. To close the first 
month of the season Raymond Moore 
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and Richard Aldrich provided one of the 
most surprising and successful novelties 
of the summer theatre season by pre- 
enting the radio, screen and musical 
comedy star Phil Baker in his first dra- 
matic role, that of Harry Van in Robert 
Sherwood’s dramatic comedy IDIOTS’ 
DELIGHT. This part, played by Alfred 
Lunt in New York, allowed Mr. Baker 
wide scope for his own amazing talents 
and brought nationwide publicity to the 
Cape Playhouse. 


The month of August, which will sure- 
ly go down in Cape Playhouse records 
in large type, opened auspiciously with 
an impressive production of STAGE 
DOOR, starring the brilliant young 
screen star Madge Evans. Once more 
the highly coveted S. R. O. sign was 
hung in the Playhouse lobby—signify- 
ing “Standing Room Only.” The sign 
remained suspended during the following 
week when Elissa Landi was presented 
in the gay continental comedy THE 
LADY HAS A HEART. But even greater 
success lay ahead, for during the week 
of August 15th Broadway’s most import- 
ant comedy of this season, Rachel 
Crothers’ SUSAN AND GOD was pre- 
sented with one of Hollywood’s most 
brilliant actresses—-Karen Morley—in 
the role created by Gertrude Lawrence. 
As the high peak of this remarkable 
season, Raymond Moore in association 
with Richard Aldrich presented last 
week the outstanding attraction in the 
entire summer theatre season, when the 
theatre’s most brilliant comedy star and 
accomplished actress Miss Ina Claire 
made her only summer theatre appear- 
ance in the Frederick Lonsdale comedy 
hit of this season—ONCE IS ENOUGH.

A BIT OF PLAYHOUSE HISTORY 


The history of Raymond Moore’s Cape 
Playhouse reads like romance. Born in 
Maryland, reared in Washington, he be- 
gan teaching English and botany after 
his graduation from John Hopkins and 
Leland Stanford universities. An artist’s 
career, stimulated by sale of a landscape, 
drew him from California to the Prov- 
incetown art colony. 

In the youthful Provincetown group 
those who painted and wrote books 
passed leisure hours acting and writing 
plays. Mr. Moore quickly found his 
place in this group, and wrote several 
one-act plays, then embarked the follow-

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ing year—1926—in the producing field, 
establishing his own company in Frank 
Shay’s barn theatre. Its success caused 
him to look for a more central location 
on. the Cape. 

An old Dennis church, on the market 
literally for a song, caught his romantic 
yet practical eye. It became, under the 
hand of the producer and his friend, 
Cleon Throckmorton, well known thea- 
tre architect, the present Cape Play- 
house. As a theatre, it is unique. It has 
been a church or meeting house—as old 
churches were called in earlier ye2ars—a 
schoolhouse, a tinship, a slaughterhouse, 
a blacksmith’s shop, and finally a garage. 
It dates back to 1790, when it was built 
as the Nobscussett meeting house. 
Thrice it has been moved around Dennis. 


In transition from an old church to a 
modern theatre, Mr. Moore and his ar-

chitect retained the simple, dignified 
lines of the old Colonial structure, and 
at the same time met the problems of a 
practical theatre. In his announcement 
of plans that winter of 1926-7, Mr. Moore 
said: 

“The Cape Playhouse hopes to stand 
for the best in the field of art, and to es- 
tablish something infinitely more im- 
portant than a mere commercial theatre. 
It is not a Little Theatre movement, and 
there will be no room for an arty ele- 
ment. It hopes to aid actors, artists, wri- 
ters and musicians. It hopes to be Ssin- 
cere in its efforts and sane in its manage- 
ment and membership. 


“It hopes to offer the public something 
of definite value, and to receive in return 
the public’s interest, cooperation and fi- 
n#ncial support at the box office. It ex- 
pects to meet its own expenses without 
appeals for subsidies from a tolerant 
public. While the persons behind the 
Cape Playhouse realize that the suecess 
of the plan is yet to be demonstrated, 
they also realize that the possibiliities 
are infinite.” 

How well he has succeeded in carry- 
ing out his promises and predictions, the 
record of productions, the record of at- 
tendancs, the record of appreciation 
shewn by the public for his venture, 
well demonstrates. |
